7. Visit of Your Highness to MaOtohlango, —Your Highness visited 
Mathabhanga on the 14)th of April 1907 and opened the Shutunga bridge. 
A most loyal and entiiusiastic reception was accorded to Your Highness. 
A Durbar was held on the occasion and addresses were presenled by 
the residents of the Sub-division and the local Town Comniitleft In the 
reply given by Your Highness you referred to the experiinonfs which are 
being made at the Sudder Station for impioving the quality of tobacco, to 
the desirability of further expanding Primary and Secondary Education, to 
your intention of not departing from tlie promise made at. the time of the 
settlement that no cesses should be enforced during tlie course of the 
present settlement and to some other important matters. To commemorate 
this visit a sum of Rs. 4,000 was, on the pro))osal of the Dewan, saoetloned 
for the construction of a Panthasala at Mathabhanga. 

8. Sinking of tuhe-tedh in the State. —At the request of the 
Superintendent of the State, Your Highness was pleased to sanction 
a provision of Rs. 2,000 being made in the Public Works Department 
Budget for 1908-09 under head “ Tube Wells” for Hie purchflle and sinking 
of tube wells for the convenience of the peojde on the hire purchase system 
on certafh conditions approved of by Your Highness. This scheme will, 
it is hoped, popularise the use of tube wells tlirouglioiit the Slate and will 
thus tend to improve the general health of the people by decreasing 
the ravages of cholera. 

9. Jrdhodtiga Toga. —Th(‘Arilh<<.h‘y a Yoga occurred on the 2nd Febru¬ 
ary 1908. It was feared that a large number of people would go to bathe in 
the Ganges and that there would be a heavy outbreak of cholera, as in 1891 
The Council issued a notification reminding people of the risk they wouli 
run if they went to tlte Ganges aii4 at the same time sanbUoned, on tii

Government will pay to the Coooh Behar Durbar the sum of 
Rg, 77,000 on account of the depreciated value of such of the 2'-6' gauge rolling 
stock owned by the Durbar as it desires to sell, payment being mMe before the 
Slat March 1908. • 

■ 2.) The Durbar to agree to pay to the credit of the Eastern Bengal State 
Railway before the Slst March 1908 the sum of Rs. 2,00,000 towards their 
share of the cost.

(3.) The Durbar to agree to provide such further sums as may be required 
to complete the conversion in Coocn Behar territory at such time as the sum may 
be required to carry out the work. p 

Your Highness accepted the terms and has^endorsed Government 
Promissory Notes*for Rs. 2,00,000 in favour of tlie Comptroller-General 
to the Government of India. A further sum of Rs. 50,00Q has also been 
provided in tlie current year’s budget for this purpose. We are glad to 
state, that it has been possible for us so far to undertake this work witiiout 
having recourse to a loan. 

Sixty tracks and two engines are to be retained by the State 
toge-hor with rails for a light Railway to carry sand from the river Torsa 
to fil up small tanks and low lying places in and around the town of 
Cooch Behar. * 

31. Worl-ing agreement of the Cooch Behar State Railway .—The 
agreement for the working of the Cooch Behar State Railway by the Eastern 
’Bengal State Railway, referred to in paragraph 26 of the last year’s report, 
received the sanction of the Government of India during the year of report.

6. Abstract of Heinous offences —Three cases of murder were reported. 
Two ended in conviction (the accused being sentenced to transportation for life) 
and one in acquittal. Sevan cases of culpable homicide were ipported; of these 
five ended in conviction and two in acquittal. One case of dacoity was reported 
from the€laldibfiri Police Station. The case was reported in B True. One 
case of robbery (in dwelling house) was reported from Dinhata. The case is 
pending with the Magistrate. Eighteen cases of kidnapping were reported 
duiing the year and three were pending from last year. Of these 21 cases 17 
wore dismissed under section 203, Criminal Procedure Code, two ended in 
conviction, one in acquittal and one remained pending trial at the close of 
the year, 

6. Anpeals .—In cases in which 1065 persons were puiy’shed, only 68 
appeals were preferred. In 42 cases the order of the lower court was con-' 
firmed, in 2 the order was modified, in 1 the appeal wa.s rejected and in 13 
the orders wore reversed.

A proposal to raise the pay and status of tlie Chowkidars is under consi¬ 
deration. A conference' was held, and certain statistics have subsequently been 
called for. 

During the year Rs. 1,774-12 Avas paid to the Chowkidar as rewards, 
gratuities and kh^rakis, against Rs. 82 t in the previous year. 

15. Cattle Jtontids. — There Avere 84 Cattle Pounds in the State against 
83 of the year before. The gross receipts amounted to Rs. 11,755-7-6 against 
Ils. 10,279-4-9of^the jn evious year, shevAung an increase of Rs. 1,476-2-9, whilst the 
cost of maintetiauce and establisljment including rewards paid for killing dogs 
was Rs. 7S()-l .„-6 against Rs. 709-15, of the preceding year, leaving a profit 
of Rs. 10,968-8 for the year. Out of this sum Rs 5,300 lias been paid in improv¬ 
ing the towns and in helping the Toavu Committees, leaving a net profit of 
Rs. 5,668-8 to the Fund. 

16. Veterinari/ Institution (171 J Cattle Disease. —The \'etcrinary Institution 
practically remained closed for the Aihole of the year under review, due 
to the ill health of the Veterinary Assistant. Since the close of the year the 
Veterinary Assistant lists been granted a compassionate allowance and retired, 
and a successor appointed in his place. 

17. Weather, Crops and Condition of the people. —The winter was unusually 
severe about the end of January, and the excessive cold was reported to have 
caused the death of some cattle. 

The public health was generally good during the year Cases of cholera 
and small-pox were reported, chiefly from the Sudder and Mathabhanga thanas. 
It was apprehended that a virulent type of cholera would break out after 
the Ar4|iodoy Joga but the number of pilgrims was very few and it is 
satisfactory to note that the present Ardhodoy Joga was marked by the 
total absence of cholera and other epidemics. , 

High prices of food-grains prevailed throughout the year. The general 
complaint was the comparatively low rate of jute.

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II-POLICE. 

18. Charge ,—Kumar Gbjendra Namyan, Junior, held cbirge of thi* 
department throu^out the year except for 2 months, when he was on privilege 
leave, and the Semor Inspector held charge of the office. 

*^19. <3ost —The Budget provision for the year was Rs. 54,600 against 
Rs. 64,^4 in 1906-07, while the total expenditure was Rs. 63,312 against 
Rs, 53,746. The saving was due to pay undisbursed on acpount of casu^- 
ties, &c. 

The cost of the force employed on purely Police work, prevention and 
detection of crime, may be placed, approximately at Rs.* 17,400 or at about 
6'89 pies per head of population during the year against Rs, 14,300 or 4*84 

S ies per head of the year before. The number of the Police so employed 
uring the year was 136 against 134 of the previous year. This gives one 
Policeman to every 9*6 square miles and one to every 4168*91 of the population

20. Cognizable Cases:—The number of cognizable ca^.*fup 
motu by the Police) during the year was 846 against 914", shPw^ing a decrease 
of 68 cases, in petty theft and nuisance cases. There wore t' iJasos pending 
with the Police from the commencement of year and 3 “'C ” ti.'ue cases of the 
previous year were reported in A form, making 85B eas-^s to be dei^dt with during 
the year under report. Of these 213 were sent up in “A” foml; of w^wch 6 
were declared false by the Magistrate due to either mistake of law or,ifact, 5 were 
returned in “ B ” form true, 201 in “ C ” true and 111 in “ C ” false. There was 
no “ B ” false ©xse. The Police refused investigation in 103 cases and 8 cases 
were pending enquiry with the Police at the end of the year. Tlie number of 
non-first information cases was 214, The percentage of true eases sent up in 
“A” form was 51*18 during the year against 63*83 of*the previous year. It 
is to be observed that in 201 “ C ” true cases the Police failed to trace any^ 
offeuder. Tlie percentage of conviction in Police cognizable cases fell from 
72*28 in 1906-C7 to 70*96 in the year under review.

38. Charge of the .Jail .—Bixbu JTavidas Miiki'rji ^as in charge of the Jail 
throughout the year, except for th(« pc'riod from 5th to 24th October 1907 when 
Babu Raj Krishna Bas, Assistant Civil Judge, was in charge. 

39. .Tail»Po/iiilation .—The admissions to the Jail during the year were 258 
against 322 in the previous year. Of the total number of admissions, 10 
were lunatics, 10 Civil jirisoners, 64 undortrials and 174 wore convicted 
prisoners. 

Of the total Jail population, 292 were discharged, of whom 289 were released, 
two transferred and one dii'd, leaving 76 in the Jail at the close of the year. 
There AvaiSf no escape of prisoners during the year. Of the 289 released, 194 were 
convicted, 79 undertrials 10 Civil prisoners and 6 lunatics. Of the 194 convicts 
released during the year, 177 M'ere released on expiry of sentence, three on appeal 
33 under the ^ark system, and one on medical grounds. 

The two prisotmrs sentenced to transportation for life were transferred to 
the Alipur Central Jail for deportation to the Atidamans.

They were also employed in repairing thatched houses 
and on ordinary menial duties outside the Jail precincts and extra mural 
labour.

42. The gross earnings for the year were* Rs. 3,409-14-6 
against Bs. 3,396-4-6 in the prepeding ^ear, and the net earnings were 
Es. 2,057-14 against Rs, 2,089-8 in the preceding year. The gross cost of 
the Jail for the year was Rs. 10,497-6-11 against Rs. 9,874-1-6 in the previous 
year. The average eost of each prisonef was Rs. 114-16-6 against i^. 112-3 
and the net cost 75>i“6 against Rs. 78-9-9. 
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The amount paid into Treasury during the year was Rs. 16,215-6 against 
Ra 13,498-1-6 in the preceding year. The increase in receipts is ascribed hj the 
Omcer-in-charge of Jail to the larger sale of ‘crushed-food, mustard-oil and 
aSrated water during the year under report.

To the hist Entrance Examination of the Calcutta University the three Sub- 
divisional Higher English Schools sent up 13 candidates, of whom efght passed, 
against 15 sent up in the preceding year, of Avhom 1‘2 passed. One of the thirteen 
jiassed was placed in the 1st Division, two in the 2nd Division and five in the 3rd 
Division. In the Competitive Examinations for the Middle and Upper Primary 
Scholarships the Cooch Debar Schools jiassed 14 Middle English, 25 Middle 
Vernacular and 50 Upper Primary Scholars against 9, 23 and 42 in the preced¬ 
ing year. 77 per C(mt. of those that obtained Scholarships were Natives of the 
State. 19 Girls were sent up to the Lower Primary Scholarship Examinations 
and 13 of them wime out successful, seven in the First Division and six in 
the Second. In the Lower Primary Scholarship Examinations conducted by the 
I.rf)cal Boards of Examiners 302 candidates pacsed against 288 of the preceding 
year. 

At the last Sanskrit Scholai'ship Examination five candidates appeared from 
the Sanskrit Toles: one of these was awarded the Temple Scholarship and the 
four others obtained prizes- 

74. 'Sub-divisional Higher English Schools.—ki the close of the year, the 
three Sub-divisional Higher English Schools had on their rolls 526 pupils 
against 510 in the preceding year, and the average daily attendance was 376 
against 871 in Jthe preceding year. The niunber of boys increased by 16 and the 
average daily attendance by 4. Tlyj number of boys increased in the Mekligunj 
• and Mathabhanga Schools by 12 and 6, ^espeetivdy, and decreased by one 
in the Dinhata School. The financial condition of these sehcols was sa^fac- 
tory. The total collection of fees and fines in these schools amounted to 
Es. 6,183-2 against Es. 4,901-5-9 in the preceding year. 
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Tlie expenditure on those schools amounted to Rs. 11,363-12*8. Of this 
Rb. 6,016-7 was paid by the State and Rs. 6,316-5-8 was met from several 
local sources. The expenditure on these schools was Rs. 11,098-7-6 in the pre¬ 
ceding year. 

The teachinsj staff of the Dinhat<»and Mathahhancfa Higher English Schools 
lias been strengthened by the appointment of additional graduate teachers, 
and a similar addition is to he made to the Mekligunj School. •Some 
useful additions were made during the year to the libraries of these schools. 

A Boarding House in connection with the Dinhata Higher English School 
was constructed at a cost of Rs. 2,070, of which Rs. 1,000 w'as paid by tlie 
State and Rs. 1,076 raised by subscriptions. 

A monthly grant-in-aid of Rs. 20 has been sanctioned for the maintenance 
of ('ach of the Boarding establishments connected with the Higher English 
scliools at Mntlinbbaiiga, Dinhata, Mekligunj and the Middle English School at 
Tufangunj. On the occasion of Yonr Higluu'ss’ visit to Matbabbanga, Your 
ITigbness and tlui .IMaliaraj Ivuraars sanctioned a munificent donation for 
additional accommodation in tlic IMatbabhanga Boarding and this was supple¬ 
mented by a grant from the Stati'to coinidetc this hous(\ Since the close of 
the year large sums have Ik'cu sanctioned for additions to the Boarding and 
the School at llatliablianga and for a snitahle Boarding at Mekligunj. 

. 7'). 3fidd!e JCni/U.di SV/ma/.s. — The ninnlx*)’ of V'gtilar Middle Scliods 

iremained the same as last year /.r., 11. 'I'liere was an increase of one in 
Mhe number of Englisii classes aftaebi'd to Vernacular seboRls. An English 
M'lass uas .attaelu'd to the Kotc'hhnjni Middle Vernacular .school. The 
mimljer of ])iipils on the rolls of these schools on the 31st March 1908 
lias .'ll! with an averag' daily attendance of 320 against t(;3 and 31!>, 
respectively, in the ])r('ceding year. 'Phe expenditure on these Schools 
amounted to Its. 0,702-3-8 against Rs. 0,270-1-1 of the preceding year’. Of 
this Rs .1,180-11-7 was paid by the State and the balance Rs. 3,.^)! 2-15-1 
met from tees and local subscriptions. The increased contribution from the 
Stat(‘ was due to the enti'rtainment of another English teacher in the Sudder 
Mod('l School. 

Twenty-nine candidates from these schools were sent up last year to the 
Middle Knglish, eleven to the Middle Vernacular and twenty-five to the Tipper 
ihlmary Seholanslii]) Examinations. Of thesi' 11 passed in the Middle English, 

0 in the Mkldle Vernacular and 14 in the Up|)('r Primary. Th(> results wawe 
satisfactory. 

70. Sfife Model School,n .—The numher of these schools remained the 
same i.e., 12, as in the pi’e(*eding year. 'J’he number on the rolls of these schools 
on the 31st March, lOQS, was 918 and the average daily attendance 590 against 
878 and 578, respectively, of 1906-07. 

The expimditure on the Model Schools amounted to Bs. 5,080-5-9 of which 
Rs. 3,2 ) 1-2-6 was paid by the State and the rest met from fees and subscrip¬ 
tions against Rs. 4,964-13-7 in the preceding year, of which Rs. 3,239-1-10 
W'as paid by the State and the rest Rs. 1,725-11-9 met from fines and subscrip¬ 
tions. 

Fifty-tw'o candidates w'ere sent up from these schools. to the last Middle 
and Upper Primary Scholarship Examinations against 48 in the preceding year. 
Fourteen of these came out successful. The result was not satisfactory. It 
is the outcome of the..small value w'hich is attached at present to thp Middle 
j Vernacular Pass Certificate. 

I 77. Middle Vernacular Aided Schools.—On the Slst March last there were 
14 Middle Vernacular Grant-in-aid Schools the same as in the preceding 
year. They had a nominal roU of 706 pupils, and an average dfftly attendance 
of 407 as agam.st 649 and 401, respectively, in the preceding year. * 

The Expenditure on these schools amounted to Rs. 4,604-2-8 of w'hich ' 
Rs. 2,263-8 W'as paid by the State and the rest Rs. 2,340-10-8 w'as met from 
fee.8 and subscriptions against Rs. 3,890-6-11 in the preceding year of which 
Rs. 2,248 was paid by the State and Rs. 1,642-6-11 was met from local sources. 
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Twenty-three candidates were sent up from these schools to the last Middle 
and Upper Pidraary Scholarship Examinations; of these 10 came out successful 
The results wdre fair. 

78. Special School/>.—On the 31st March last there were throe special 
schools in the State, viz., the Sunit^ CoHege for girls, the Nagri School for 
up-country boys and the Persian School for Mahomedans. 

To the last Lower Primary Scholarship Examination, tiie Nagri School 
sent up one candidate to bo examined in the Text books prescribed for ,the 
Lower Primary Scholarship Examination of tho Patna division. He passed 
the Examination in the Pii’st Division. 

79- Upptr rrmnry Schooh .—There were .13 Upper Primary Schools iigthe 
State oh the Slat March last against 35 in the preceding year. The schools had a 
nominal roll of 1342 pupils against 1452 in the pr('coding year, and an 
average daily attendance of 912 against 973 in the preceding year. 

The expenditure on these schools amounted to Its. 4,076-3-6 ^against 
Es. 4,239-13 in the preceding year. Of this Rs. 2,188 was ■ paid by the State 
and Rs. 1,888-3-6 met from looxl sources. * 

To the last Upper Prim.iry Scholanship Examination 155 boys were sent 
up in October last. Of these 75 were from the Middle Schools and 80 from 
the Upper Primary and Lower Primary Schools. 50 or 30 per cent, were 
successful, against 35 per cent, in tho preceding year. 

80. Lower dmnry Schooh .—On the 31st March 1908 the number of 
Lower Primary Schools in the State was li^8 : of these 133 were aided and (15 
unaided against 191, 130, and 61, : ‘L> in the preceding year'. 

There were 6822 pupils on the rolls of ^ese schools on the .31st March 
last, against 6454 in the preceding yerj^r. The average daily attendance was 
4786 against 4388 in the preceding year. The average strength of each 
Pathsala improved last year from 33‘70 t > 34‘45 and the average attendance 
from 22’9 to 24T. , 

The expenditiire on these institutions was Rs. 12,926-8 of which 
Rs. 4,579-8 was paid by the State and Rs. ^,347 by the people. 

One hundred and ninety-eight Lower Primary Schools sent up 513 candi¬ 
dates last year against 216 schools that sent up 486 candidates in the preceding 
year for the Lower Primary Scholarship Examination. Leaving out 48 absentees, 
302 of the 465 candidates that were examined ptisscd the examisation. Of 
the successful candidates 184 were placed in the Pirst Division and 118 in the 
Second Division. The Superintendents of tho Examination in the different 
centres distributed, with my sanctii.n, Rs. 456 as rewards to Gurus and their 
pupils on the result of this Examir\ation. 

81. Idiyht Schooh .— At tho end of the year there were 32 Night Schools 
in the State against 33 in the preceding year. Of these 11 were aided and 21 
unaided. 

There were 561 pupils on the ro|l of the 32 Night Schools against 644 
pupils on the roll of the 33 Night Schools in the preceding year, and the 
average daily attendance of these schools was 352 against 368 in tho 
preceding year. 

The expenditure on these schools amountefl to Rs. 606 of which Rs. 266 
was paid by the State and Rs. 249 i-aised from local sources. 

The, Night Schools sent up 44 candidates to thf last Lower Primary 
Scholarship Examination and of these 36 passed. These results wore very 
satisfactory. 

82. Gir!^ S< ho»ls,--At tlie end of the year under report there were 9 tx)wer 
Primary Gir's’ 'Schools in the State, of which 4 were aided and 5 unaided 
against 3 aided and one unaided in the preceding year. There were 140 pupils 
on the rolls of these 9 Lower Primary Girls’ Schools and 96 of these attended 
daily on an average. These 9 Gijdte' Schools with tho Sunity College and the three 
Sub-Divisional Schools make up 18 Girls’ Schools in the State. ' The total 
number of girls under instruction in the State, indusiye of those on the 
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rolls of the Sunity College and the Suh-Divisional Soliools, was 431 at the 
end of the year. 

The expenditure on the Lower Primary Girls’ Schools amounted last year 
to lls. 119 of which Pis. 7H was paid by the State and 11s. 41 raised from other 
sources. Last year 13 girls pa.ssed tl^ Lower Primary Examination out of 
1 !) sent up. Two of them*headed the lists of the succe.ssful candidates in the 
.Sadder and Mathahhanga centres, and obtained scholarships. , 

Jhe Sunity Collie for girls at Sudder had 140 pupils on its roll. Of 
tliesf* (51 attended daUy on an average. To the last Lower Primary Examina¬ 
tion 8 girls were sent up from the Sunity College ; of these 6 passed; one of 
theni stood first in the general list for the Sudder circle and obtained a 

scholarship. 

Hie total expenditure on the Sunity (College last year amounted to 
its. 1,230 against lls. 711-0-8 in the preceding year. 

Under the ordiws of Your Highness the Sunity College was placed under 
the direct control of. a Committee which took over charge of the institution 
on tho l«t May I'fOS.*

Hts. 0,0,53-3-’J ill the pri'ceding year. 

St. I'lH’ miseelhi'n'oiis eliarges and tlioso for scholarsliips and rew'ards 
amomited to Us 3.107-12-10 against lls. 4,323-1-0 in tlu' jiri'cediug yivir. The 
decrease w’as due to tlie fact that no expcliditurc' was incurred during the year 
lor tiaiiiing of Patiisala Gurus.

80. E’lim'x’i on t' yi’e/Zs.—Including “failed” students for tlie whole 
year the a'verage uionthly number was 'lSS'fi against 2115, 211) and 2.")7 in 

Ibe three jn'^ceding years. Under the new llegnlations “ failed ” students are 
rt'qnired to atfimd for full 12 months instead of six. 'The number on the roll 
on tiio 31st March 1"08 was 178 against 257 on the corr(*sponding date in the 
preceding jmar. Tlu're was a decrease of 31 per cent, in the roll numher; 
which was diu'to the injLvoduetion of tuition fees in the, general di'partmeiit 
of the Colh'go during tin' year under rejiort The new'^ Uegulations, with their 
liiglier standards, have barred out a large numbi-r of students from the 
rnivi'rsity who under old (ondit ions would liave read fora degree and have 
now betaken themselves to institutions of Technical hlducition. 

During the year 135 students (including one firivatc student) were 
admitted into the general dejiarlment against 18(5, 239 and 210 in the three 
prec('ding years. Of these Ot were admitted into the 1st, 3rd and 5th year 
classes and 70 into the 2nd uid 1th year classes. 

The largest munher on the roll (reached in September 1907) was 190 
igainst 275, 283 and 287 in the three,preceding years. 

i 87. ( ollefj’’ fees, Fret’:'ifiidrnf<!liip‘< and .'ifipend.s. — A monthly tuition fee 

hf Us. 3 w'as introduced in the general department from June 1907. This 
pias Ied*to a considerable reduction in the nominal strengtJi of the College. 
The nuinlxir of paying students in the College on the .31st March 1908 was 
115. Of the 178 students in the general d(jf)artnient on the roll on the 31st 
March 1908, 03 (/.e. 35 per cent.) were Tree students. 

88. StiiJinfs’ Rp.vdfiices .—The students of the College not living with 
their guardians lived in recognised lodgings under the provisions of the new 
University Eegulations. Besides the Collegiate Hostel and the Brabmo 
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Botording House, the following students* residences secured licenses from the 
University after due inspection and report, the Assam Mess, Hora j('ot, Santi 
Kutir, and tlAUnion Mess. Each of tnefee was licensed as an unattached mess 
but remained" under Collegiate supervision. Much difficiilt^ was experienced 
in starting the messes owing to the of suitable houses in Cooch Behar.' 

89. Chauffes in the staff .—Babu Brojendra Nath Steal, the Principal, returned 
from medical leave on the 22nd April 1907 and took over charge of tlie College, 
from Babu Upendra Narain Sinha, m.a., Professor of Mathematics. Babu 
Tara Prasanna Das Gupta, Laboratory Assistant, was on privilege leave irom 
the 20th August to the 19th September 1907. Babu Kodar Nath Bisw'as, 2nd- 
clerk, officiated for him from Hie 22nd August to the 19th September and 
Babus Debi Prasanna Sen and Mohira Chandra Deb officiated as 2hd clerk 
from the 22nd August to the pth September 1907 and from the Otli to the 
19th September 1907 respectively. 

Babu Tara Prasanna went on medical leave on the 12tb November 1907. 
Babu Kedar Nath Biswas again officiated as Jjaboratory Assistant from the 
iSthJfovember 1907 and Babu Mohim Chandra Deb as 2nd-Clerk froin the 
same'date. Babu Tara Prasanna Das Gupta was transferred to the post of 6th 
Master of the deiiKins School on his oAVn pay from the 1st March 190'' and 
Babu Keftar Natli Bisw’as and Mohim Chaudm Deb wore conliriucsd in the posts 
of Laboratory Assisbint and 2n(l-clerk respectively. 

90. S'cui Appointments. —Tlie^post of the Professor of History was created 
in 1906-07 andr it wa-s decided that the Professor should also be Bursar in 
charge of th(! accounts. Ikibu Pradiatha Nath Banerji, m.a., was appointed on 
these terms on the 1st July 1907 but he resigned on the 16th July 1907 when 
Babu llaripada Paiide, m.a., w'as appointed on probation for six months. The 
latter has been confirmed in the post. 

The new llcgulations encourage constant us(' of the College Library by 
the students. A whole time Librarian wjis appointed on a salary of Its. 20 
per month, * 

91. Inci ement cf Babu Joy Gopal Banerji, m.a.. Professor of English^ 

having received an appointmejjt in the Provincuil Educational Service under 
the Eastern Bengal and Assam Government, it wus thought desirable in th(‘ 
interest of the College to retain his services, and this was done by raising his 
pay from Bs. 200 to Es. 250 per month with effect from the Ist December 
1907. It was also decided that the Profe8.sor draw ing the highest «pay should 
he considered the Senior Professor in the College and accordingly Babu Joy 
Gopal holds that statics in the College. 

^ 'I’he pay of the Head-clerk was raised from Eh- 25 to Bs 40—2—50 from 
the'llth November 1907 The pay of the Duftry was also raised from Bs 10 to 
lia 12 a month. 

The pay of the Law-Lecturer was raised fi’om fis 80 to Eh- 100 per month 
with effect from the 1st July 1907. 

Babu Kamal Krishna Dutt, B.L., continues to act as Law-Lecturer, and the 
question of his confirmation in the post will come up in connectiion with tlie 
affiliation of the College in the Faculty of Law.

Mtforts an* b(*mg made 
to place tube-wells within easy ri'ach of the people on the hire-juirchas(' 
system. i s. HOO were .sanctioned for tlie ]mrehase of tiilie-wells in 1907-9^. 
Since the close of the year, Its. 2,000 ha\e bei'ii sanctioiu'd lor the purcliase 
of more tubo-W'ells and arrangi'ments have bei'ii made to sink them in 
cholera inlected parts on the requisitions of the Naih vVliilkars and tlie 
Civil Surgeon .uul to sell as many as could lie spared to jiriiate individuals on 
the hire-purchase and easy payment system. The di'inand tor these w^ells is 
growing and has already exco'ded the limit restricted by the supply for 
wiiich provision has been made in the budget for 199S-09. Small-pox w^as 
jirevaleut in tiie Sudder Siib-Disisi in. Of 66.’> cases re])orted during the 
year as against 132 in tin' ))revious year, 619 occurred in Suulder. Cases of 
inalarial fever numbered 10,66S against 9561< in 1996-07.

.31,676 in the preceding year and that of in-door patients was 1,158 against 934.

There were 34 opera¬ 
tions against 15 in the prect'ding year. '

Since tlie clo.so of the year, in-door accommodation has been opened at 
the Haldibari Dispensary. 


AGRICTILTUI1,I1. 

112. Bahu Ilajani Kanta Bhaumik continued to be in charge of the farm 
throughout the year. 

113. •I'lio area of the farm was extended to about 180 higlias, ot which 
150 highas were put under tobacco. Paddy was eultivati'd in about 1,5 bighas 
and cotton in about 4 higlias. The farms, buildings and out-hou.ses occupied the 
remaining 11 higlias. 

114. The lands w,ero chiefly manured with cow-dung. A dressing of Glasgow 
manure was given to some 40 bighas of tobacco lauds at the r.ate of 2 cwts. per 
higha;itis however too costly to be proiitaldy used. An adequate supply of 
cow-dung to manure the whole 150 bighas of tobacco land could not he obUrmed 
though arrangements u-ere made to procure the manure frora Dinhata and 
liajabliatkhawa by ballast trains. In considemtion of the costliness of all 
artificial manures, we have to depend solely upon cowdung as our source of 
manure and the extent of cultivation will be limited by the quantity of manure 
we can procure. It is useless to put lands under tobacco unless they can be 
suitably manured. 

116. As usual fresh seeds were indented for from America and altogether 
seven varieties of foreign tebacco wore tried. The best rasults were’obtained 
from the Yellow Prior, an American tobacco. 

116. * Seeds were sown in the beds in September and at the samo time prepa¬ 
ration of the lands to receive the seedlings was commenced. Transplantation 
took place between the l5th October and the L5th December, Harvesting began 
on the 28th January and the whole tobacco was cut and fire-cured by the end ' 
otV the 3rd wiiek of Api-il 1908. The whole operation of the cultivation and 
curing of the tobacco thus took about 8 months of the year. 

117. Most of the tobacco was cured by fixe in two fire curing houses, one of 
which, the bigger one, was built within the year at a cost of Bs. 7,262! The 
first curings of the year were not very successful,i)ut about the middle of 
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the season the rii^ht method of fire-curinfj yellow tohacex) was hit upon, and 
thenceforward the cured leaves were almost without exception of a nice 
yellow colour. The (lovemraent of Eastern Bengal and Assam lent us for 
a fortnight the services of Mr. J. N., Chakvabarti. Agricultural Super¬ 
visor. He made two experiments in fire-curing with our tobacco in the 
American methods. Profiting by these experiments and making certain 
allowances for the local climatic conditions, the Manager succeeded in turning 
out a bright yellow tobacco, being the required colour for cigarette tobacco. 
Tobacco experts from the iVniusular Tobacco Comjjatty, Mougii;vr, came hero 
to see the tobacco, and as a result they bought the whole crop including the 
black stuff from the previous unsuccessful curings at an average price of 
Ks. 15 per maund. So far ns the cedour was concerned, the experiment was 
thus a success. It remains to be seen what report is obtain('d from the 
Monghyr factory about the (juality. 

118. The yield of tobacco uas rather poor and was only 230 mauiids. The 
manager gives the following reasons for tlie ]):)or result: — 

(1.) The unsatisfactory weather conditions prevailing in the yeur whicl^ 
retarded growth f)f jdants. 

(2 ) Insufficiency of manure. 

(3.) Failure in the gi'owtb of the yellow tobacco plants’and the very poor 
growth obtained from plots transplanted late in the season. The native*culti¬ 
vators have similarly got a poor yield of their crop this year. 

llfi. Om' big curing shed aiut a godown with corrimated iron roofs, and 
lath-plaster walls w\as built during the year. 'J'he cutcha sheds w(‘re all kept in 
^ repairs. 

120. A mixed labour force of local labourers and upcountrymen was eju- 
ployed in the farm. In October and November, the fever season, difficulty was 
experienced in procuring sufficient labour, but afterwards tbere^was i\o want of 
men. Both cart and plough bullocks were purcluised and unlike the year 
])rcvious, most of the draft work was dune by our own animals. 

121. To keep the farm bands engaged during the slack season (.Txme b> 
Aug^ist) subsidiary crops, r/V, jut<‘, paddy and maize were cultivated. Their 
outturn was as loll lows :—

123. The old tobacco, which has since boon sold at Calcutta for Bs. 2,000, 
was not sold within the year. The total receipt was thus only Its. 67l!-7-3.

125. There were 29 elepliants (including the 2 at Chaklajat) in the Phil- 
Kliana Estahli'^hinent. The total expenditure, including the grain compensation 
.allowance, u.ts Rs. 23,802-1-1. No elephants were purchased last year. Two 
f>lepliants died dftring the year. A Kheda was held jointly with the Govern¬ 
ment under the direction of tlie Deputy Conservator of Forests, Goalparah. 
Ten ^dephants were captured by our men. According to the terms of the 
:ii;i<Tinriii llicy were* equally divided between Your Highness and the Govern¬ 
ment. These fv<e clepliants allotted to the State were valued at Rs. 7,300. 
/I'wo of tliese elephants were sold at Rs. 2,11)0, and three kept. Half the cost of 
training tlio neA\ly captured elephants has h(>en realized fi’om the Forest 
l)e])artment. All thT'se amounts have been paid into the Treasury. 

The expenditure on account of Kheda during the year was Rs. 4,281-7. 

The Kheda op'-rations commenced on Hlfiy 28th, 1907 and ended on 
15 th Dec(mil)er 1007,. A report on the Kheda was submitted by my prede¬ 
cessor in this olliee Na 312‘', dated the 25th February 1908. 


LIBRARY.

E 'ar the services^of tlie Snliiidar '1 ijor, Amira Klian and Jemadar, Ali Reza, 
ere disjumsed with and two new men woto appointed in their places. The 
inng(“ w'us necessilal<“d by a want of discipline among tlio sepoys as already 
reported in my prc\ ions la'ports. 18 Gurkhas wmre nppointeu in July 1907, 
consisting of one Snhadnr llnjor, one Havildai-, tw'o Lance corporals and 14 
sepoys to Ik* on guard duty AV'th Your Highness at Darjeeling, Calcutta 
and Cooch Rebar, w hen found nec !ss;u’y, I'/(/c Council Office letter No. 607 
dated tlie 2?ith July 1907. Five more* Gurkha sepoys were enlisted in October 
1007 by order of tlie Officer Commanding the Cooch Behar Military Force. 

The expenditure on the Military Departirn'iit during the year was 
Rs. .^<3,200 iiL-ainst Rs. 27,201-2-3 in the preceding year. Since the close of 
the year Your Highness, on the reeommeiidalion of tin* Commanding Officer 
jand my predecessor, was ph'ased to sjuict ion an increase of pay to aU the Military 
Force including that ol the Siilmdar Major and Jemadar, it is expected that 
Hhis will have the di'sired eifect of attracting a better class of recruits. 


STATE MESS. 

128. Babu Priya Nidhan Palit was in charge of the Press. Stamps to 
the value of Rs. 1,73,401-11-9 were U!;muraciiiiv i against 1,70,642 in the 
preceding year. 

i Tin* number of paying subscribers to the Cooch Behar Gazette Vas 104 
Ngainst 100 in the preceding year and the number of copies of the gazette 
! .1 , free was 77, the same as in the preci'ding year. 

' SHOOraU CAMP. 

129. The, ex^nditure on accoixnt of the Shooting Camp during the year was 
Rs. 9,998-14 (mofudiug the cost of e,slablishment, repairs to tents and furniture 
and purchase of fittings for the Motor car.) Bills for the Bholka and the Kholahari 
kamps in 1906-07, were paid from this year’s provision. In 1907-08 there

were three camps, one at SiliTorsa in February 1908, one at Satasia, and 
another at Kahulanga, (Lakshmipur, Assam,) in March 1908. 

The hills for the two camps in Assam were paid from the provision 
for 1908-09 as the bills were not receive^ before the 31st March 1908. These 
two camps lasted for about a month. The camp at Kaladanga was a big one. 
Great difficulty experienced in making the necessary transhipment across, 
Jhe river Brahmapu1a». 

The success of the camp was partly due to the eicellant arrangements 
made by the Zemindar of Lakhmipur, Babu Bhola Nath Chaudhuri, who invited 
Your Highness to shoot in the Lakhmipur Estate.

Your Highness, 

• I HAVE the honour to state that under the orders of Your 
TTiijhn('«s in Council I made over charge of the Revenue Department on the 
14th March 1908 to Babu Bhupati Chakravarfti, m.a., b.l., whose services had 
been lent by the British Government, and he is submitting the Annual Report 
of that Dejj'arlraent for 1907-08. The Debutter Department and a portion of 
the Hoiiseliold Department is now under my control. I beg to re])ort as 
follovb on the work done under my supervision iu those departments during 
1907-08. 

2. Bnbn .Tohndra Mohan Sen Gupta, n.T-., Officiating Duar Mokhtear 
was in charg<} of the Duar Office during the yenr and discharged very satisfac¬ 
torily the dutio’connected with the Debutter Department and those relating 
to the Ifouseliold Department nith vbich he had to deal. The charge of the 
'i'osbakhaua was made over to the Personal Assist^ (noAv Secretarj) to Your 
Highness some time alter the close of the year; tlSisSubject will be dealt vith 
in the next report. 

3. The total amount disbursed in the Household Department on account 
of allowances, anlaries and miscellaneous charges during the year of report ivas 
ll“. 75,991 against Ils. 78,813 of the previous year. The decrease was chiefly 
due to the fact that no bonus for rise in the price of food-'n’aius was paid to the 
Rajguns and others as in 1900-07. Monies remitted direct fruiu the Treasury 
are not showm in the figiures given above. 

4. The disbursements in the Deb'Oter Department made hy the Duar 
Mokhtcajj amounted to Rs 33,201 against Rs. 30,208 of the previous year. 
The allowance and bonus p lid for rise in the price of food-grains w ere loss last 
year than in the year previous and the special grant of Us 1,000 for the Rash 
Mela was withdrawn during the year; these causes chiefly contributed to the 
decrease iu the disbursements. 

5. Under Your Highness’ simction 41 poor boj^^s received educational 
^allowances during the year; 21 of these were natives of Cooch Behar. With- 
|out the help th^ rendered these boys would not have been able to prosecute 
ptheir studios. One of t^ stipendiaries sucoesfully passed tlie Entrance and 
another the Ernst Arts Examination. Susil Chandra Gosivami, who enjoyed 
an aUowmiCe from the grant for Allowances to Brahmins, could succesfully 
PM8 the B A Exammataon. Your Highness was pleased to sanction the gran t 

special allowance of Us 80 to Mr. Anath Nath PaUt, n.M.s., son of the late 
Dr. Biresw'ar Palit, who was the Assistant Surgeon of Cooch Behar for a very 
longtime; Anath Nath has gone to Edinburgh for preparing himself for the 
Indian Medical Service Examination. 

6. Your Highness left Cooch Behar for the hills on the 23rd May and 
returned there on the 2nd December 1907. Her Highness, who went up to 
Darjeeling on the 16th June 1907, returned to the capital on the 28th March 1908. 
All the^ four Maharajkumars went up to Darjeeling afteb the Pooneah! 
Maharajkumar Raj Rajendra Narayan afterwards went out on a tour round 
the world for the benefit of his health. Maharajkumar Victor Nitvendra ' 
Narayan ba% gonb to America to carry on Agricultural studies in Ithaca and 
Maharajkumar Hitendra Narayan to England to complete his education.

Narayan aad Eebendra Narayan, senior, died during the yeW. AU thds* 
persons used to enjoy allowances. c 

8. The Ayurvedic Charitable Dispensary continued to girtt mediOal 
to a Iwge number of people and the daily average rose from to 40-9$, 

9. The Poeneah Durbar was held on the 28th April ^ Maharaj- 
kumars were all present. Amongst the guests on the ooCMmn wm^ Baja 
Prabhat Chandra Baruah of Gauripur and toe minor Eaikat of BaUrnntapur. 

10. The Rash Jatra was celebrated with the usual pomp and large 
numbers of people came from different parts of ^ the State and toe adj<^uig 
British Districts to enjoy themselves. The Police arrangements^ were satisfac¬ 
tory. The Town Committee got all toe collections from the*fiair held im toe 
oc<»8ion i they, therefore, contributed Rs. 250 towai^s the <sipenBe8 and the 
Revenue Department paid another Rs. 250; some ^vin^ from toe Debutter 
Budget were also utilised. Your Highness sanctioned the, dontinuanoe of the 
Rash Mela with toe funds thus obtained after toe special grant had been 
withdrawn. The Railway receipts largely increased during the days the 
festii ities continued. 

II. The Thakurbancs continued to feed a large number of people 
3‘t,720 persons, or on an average 95 persons per diem, got their meals at the Sadder 
Tliakurbari during toe year; many (dher people were fed at toe Rajmata 
Deo Aye Devati and the Danger Aye Devati’s Thakurliari. The number of 
recipients of food at toe Anandamayi Dharmasala was 2389; many of tliem, 
including Pundits and other Brahmins, had to be lodged there. In order to 
see that sufficient check was exercised the Shoristadar oi the Dharmaxlhakh.i n 
Department was posted to the Thakurbari to personally look after the Puja'. 
and the distribution of food ; be had, therefore, to lie relieved of the work of 
disbursing monies of the Debutter Department. The Head Mohurir of t])(‘ 
Duar office had charge of the cash of both the Debutter and the Household 
Department. The arrangement seems to have worked well under the closo 
supervision of the Duar Mokhtear. 

12. Babu Rajani Kanta Bhanraick, M.A., B.!., who was in charge of the 
Toliacco Parm, has been Duar Moklitear since the close of the year; he has 
still to look after tlxe Farm and gets an additional remuneration from the 
Sub-head “Agriculture” for this wc|rk. 

13. The Cooch Behar State Agent in Benares, who is not under the Duar 

Mokhtear, has to look after the Thakurbaries and supervise the repairs of the 
houses there; he has also to distribute certain allowances. During the year 
of report he disbursed Rs. 13,075 against Rs, 11,478 for the movious year, 
on account of allowances enjoyed by persons residing in Benares, Fiya expenses 
of Tliakurs, salaries of toe State employes, up-keep of the State houses &c 
Owing to high prices of food-graips Your Highness was pleased to grant an 
additional amount of Rs. 1,000 for the expenses of the Chattra at which 
many persons are fed. For toe same reason Tour Highpees -Was pleased 
to gmnt to the inferior servmits attached to the Benares esttihMtoment a 
mouth’s pay as bonus, which amounted to Its, 70. AddlHonal wore 

also sanctioned for construction of the Nababatkhana and oontrihatom to the 
Famine Fund mised in Benares.

I«iAVE the honor to submit the Annual Report of the Revenue 
Dopartment of the State for 1907-08. 

2. The Dewan of the State, Rai Calica Doss Dutt Bahadur, c. i. e., was 
in charge of the department till the afternoon of the 14th of March last when 
he was relieved hy mo. With my appointment the separate otReo of the 

, Sadder Naib Ahilkar, created under the orders of Your Highness in Council of 
the 20th ^uly 1905, was abolished. On the abolition of the post of the Sudder Naib 
Ahilkar, who was also the Treasury Officer, the Malcutchery Naib Ahilkar 
was appointed to be the Treasury Officer in his place as under the old arrange¬ 
ment. The control of the Duar and the Dharinadhakshya Department con¬ 
tinued to remain -with the Dewan and he was also permitted by Your Highness 
to celebrate the Pooneah ceremoney and to perform all the functions connect¬ 
ed therewith. —

4. The current demand of Land Revenue for the year under report amount¬ 
ed to Rs. 13,83,495, which, together with an arrear demand of Rs. 30,972, made 
up a total of Rs. 14,14,467. The total collections of the year amounted to 
Rs. 13,98,896 including excess payments amounting to Rs. 5,326, while 
Rs. 8,027 was written off. 'There was a balance of Rs. 17,870 at the close

It will 1)6 seen that there has been a further increase of lls. 8,998 in the 
current demand as compared with that of the previous year. As shown in 
statements I and II hereto appended, the gross increase, as compared with 
the current demand for 1906-07, amounted to Its. 17,780 and the gross decrease 
to Ks, 8,782.

The town of Cooch Behar was resettled with effect from the beginning 
of the last year and the increase on that account shewn in the Touji was 
Sg. 2,898. Ihe Syrat Mehals continued to contribute largely to the revenues 
of the State, the net increase obtained during the year of report being Bi 6,970. 
Ihe demands for several fl^ts and GBto, which had to be resettled increased 
owing to the gdheral expansion of trade, though for reasons already known to 
' the Council there was some decrease in the jama of the Dewangunj H4t. 
The,Jaina for the Shutunga bridge was higher than that of the two ferries on 
that* river near Mathabhanga. It is again satisfactory to observe that the 
decrease due to relinquishment and canceUation of leases of bad jotes was more 
than made up by the resettlement of jotes abandoned or made Khas in pevious 
years or m other Khas and Paiwasti jotes. 

6. As stated in Statements I and II an increase of Ha 1,858 was obtained 
by resettlements concluded with retrospective effect and the arrear demand 
for the year under report amounted to liit- 30,972 against the balance of Ha 29,114 
shewn at the close of the previous year. Together with the current demand 
of Rs. 13,83,496 tlje total demand amounted to Ha 14,14,467. The collec¬ 
tions, amounting to Ha 13,93,895, exceed those for the previous year by 
so large an amount as R«- 27,754 and the average collections for the 
five previous years by Ha 33,691. They are also better than the current 
demand for the year by Ha 10,400. The result seems to be exceptionally 
good and is due to the fact tlmt the ryots obtained good prices for 
the produce of their lands owing to the high pnees of food-grains and so they 
were able to pay off their dues without difficulty. 

6. The results obtained at the dfferent Sub-divisions are shewn in the 
following table 



It ho observed that excepting in Sub-division Mekhligunj the collec¬ 
tions exceeded the current demand everywhere and notably in Mathabhanga, 
where the percentage rose from 97'6 to 101'27, resulting in a falling off in the 
bmance froin 3'58 to 1'41 per cent. As stated in the list report 28 Talooks in 
this Sub-division suffered heavily from the effects of the flood of August 1906, 
and besides grant of gratuitous relief and Tuccavi loans to the ryots idle 
collection of revenue for a large number of jotes had to be suspended. The 
kindness thus shewn on the recommendation of Naib Ahilkar, Babu Ashutosh 
Ghosh, whose treatment of the ryots in their sore distress was most sympathe- 
tic, proved beneficial and the result of collections has been satisfactory. 
Suspensions had alw to_ be given for various reasons for several jotes irf 
Subhdiyision Mekhligunj ai^o this circumstance and also to the grant of a 
remiss^ of Bs. 1,000 to th^nisee of the Dewangunj H4t, whose lenient deal- 
with t^ shop-keepers contributed to a great extent to the reviv^ of the 
akt, is attributed the falling off in collection in Sub-division Mekhligunj.

The details given above shews that out of the total arrear demand of 
Us. 30,972, Rb, 2,817 was remitted. The e&nount written off out of the current 
demand was Rs. 6,2l0, making a total of Rs. 8,027 against Rs. 6,918 of the 
previous year, shewing an increase of Rs. 2,079 only. Of the above amount 
of Rs. 8,027, Rs. 3,673 was the remission granted for certain jotes in the 
28 Talooks in Sub-division Mathahhanga affected by the flood of August 1906 
and to which reference has been made above in paragraph 0. Ihis remission 
has been gi anted on condition that the Jotedars in their turn give proportionate 
remissions to their under-tenants. There was another ronjission of grace 
amounting to Rs. 1,000 wliieJi was granted to the lessee of the Dewangunj Hkt 
as stated above. The greater portion of the remaining amount of remission 
was due to dUuvion and acquisiiion of land for public purposes, w'hich the 
ryots can claim and the State is bound to grant under the laws in force 
The balance at the close of the year has fallen off from Rs. 29,114 to 
Rs. 17,870, which represents only 1-2 per cent, of the total demand. 

• \ ^^'^2 jotes were advertiseS for sale 

^ 430 jotes were actually sold against 406 

in 1906-07. The increase may be attiibuted to increase in the number of 
teles valuntanly brought about. With the increase in sales there was also an 
increase from R)4 to 131 m the number of sales cancelled under the provi-' 
sions oflaw. The amount of fines and penalties recovered was Rs. 2,22244-2, 
of whmh Ite. <98-940 was paid to the auction-purchasers. Looking to the 
figures for the Sub-diyisions I find that the percentage of iotes sold on

Improvements are observable in the Siidder and the Tufaug.unj Sub-division 
onlyt As regards the latter the Naib Ahilkar states tliat a large number of cases 
could not be disposed of owing to the non-completion of enquiries by the 
Canoongoe, who was deputed towards the close of the year to supervise the 
work connected with the acquisition of lands for Your Highness’s Shikar 
Reserves, and there was delay in sending a man to act for him. In order 
of dispo^s Mekhligunj holds the first place but as compared with the previous’ 
year the percentage has considerably fallen off owing to the non-Corapletion 
by the Canoongoe of certain enquiries requiring survey and measurement of 
lands. The falling off was the heaviest ih Dinhata. Babu Pramatba Nath 
Chatterjee, Naib Ahilkar, who went there towards the middle of March, has 
furnished no explanations. I find, however, that during the four months that 
Babu Bama Charan Neogi acted as Naib Ahilkar there he disposed of only 28 
mutation cases. The decrease in Mathabhanga is attributed to the institution 
of a large number of cases towards the close of the year. 

16. Cases in which the State was a party .—Babu Satis Chandra Banerji, B.L., 
was appointed State Pleader, who relieved the Offg. State Pleader, Babu Karaal 
Krishna Dutt, b.l., on the 6th July. 

16. The one case pending from the last year, in which the State was a 
party, was disposed of during the year in our favor. There was no other case 
to be dealt with during the year.

10. Cof^^ntinieaiion Improvement Cess .—Owing to the grant of certain 
lands in Mokarari rights to Munshi AmanatnHa Ahmed Choudhuri of Bara 
Maricha in Sub-division Mathabhanga and his oo-sharers there was an increase 
of Rb. 6 in the current cess demand, which amounted to B* 1,947 against 
Ks.

Oiling to decrease in cases, the reasons for which have been explained 
above, there has been a decrease under petitions received, resulting in a falling 
off in the value of stamps sold. Por the same reason there have been decreases 
in the number of miscellaneous papers disposed of and notice and other 
Parwanahs issued. The decrease of 479 Engliim letters calls for no particular 
remarks, though it is to be stated that the general flood of August 1906 consider¬ 
ably increased English correspondence during 1906-07. 

21._ Crops and condition of the people .—The rainfall for the year of report, 
amounting to 189*81 against 188*88 mdies of the previous ymr, was adequate 
but the distribution was not even. The fall from February to May (29*68 in- 
|Dh.M) proved benefteW for the cultivation of the Bitri or early rice and 
Bute but the rmns of June (22*84 inches) interfered with the weeding operation 
fand those of the foUqwmg two months (87*37 inches) with the ha^estog of 
the citops toa certain ^teut. The outturn of early rice may be estimated 
at 13 and that of jute at 14 annas. The shortness of 4e outturn of the former 
wa^ however, compensate tea ^tept Wfhe r^nsion of the area 
under the erop, as owing to riM mthe price, ofrfce duriagthe previous two 
years and the unusual fluctuations in the lute market ryote thought it 
pudeat and safe to curtail the area under lute aad that imder Bitri

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November the prospects did not appreciably improve. The average outturn 
did not exceed 12 annas. Tobacco and mustard-seeds did not also do weU for 
want of sufficient rains in the winter and the outturn was about 11 anuM. 
In Mathabhanga it is reported that some injury was caused to tobacco by 


insects. j 

22 The price of rice did not appreciably come down durfiig the year of 
report. It varied from Es. 4 to Rs. G a maund. The jute market was rather ’ 
unsteady. For a feiv months the price was higli. It was^so high as Rs., 16 a 
maund in Sub-division Mekhligimj, in which are the two big marts at Haldibari 
and lleivangimj. But it afterwards came down to Es. 1. Many ;Mahajans who 
had made purchases at high rati's and who had business transactions in Calcutta, 
suffered considerable loss on this account. There was a slight improvement in 
the price of tobacco which rose to Rs. 12. Jt has risen further since the close 
of tlie y<‘ar. 4’lie ])rice of mustard-seeds and of the oil continued unchanged, 
being lls. 4-8 and Es. 14 a maund respectively. 


23. Tlie condition of the laud-oivning classes c mtimied prosperous. Con¬ 
sidering the Imrdshi]) which was caused by tli'* unusual rise in the price of rice 
soon after the great flood of A ugust 1!)6 g and wliicli wus aggravated by the 
circumstance of the people bt'ing obliged lo depend on imported rice as stated 
in the report for 1000-07, the Council were pleased to issue an Istabar w'aming 
them against a tbougbttcss and improvident exjiortation of local rice. The 
people fully ap])rcciat(Hl the good inlontions of tbe authorities and there wm a 
considerable reduction in tbe quantities of rliie brought to tbe markets for sah*. 
The result was that the price did not go below Es. 4, w'bicb Avas also the lowest 
rate for the previous year, though it was not as high as Es. 8. This benefited 
people Avhe had large stocks and some of them, aa’Iio had suff('i*ed by the 
unsteadiness of the jut(' market, could, to a great extent, make uj) the loss by 
the sale of paddy. Tbe case was otherwise Avith regard to the landless classes ot 
the people and to State servants and others having to IIa'c on fixed ineomes 
The rise in the prices of food-grains, and in fact of all nc'cessa^-ies of life, havv 
seriously affected their resources. Even a day-labourer noAV charges annas 8, 
and Homeliraes even annas 3 2, in the jdace of annas i Aibich be used to get 
before. Your Higbuoss Avas again giaciously phsased to grant a gi-niri allow¬ 
ance lo your lowly-})ai(l servants. A Salary Committee has been formed 
under Your Higbne.ss’s orders to consider the question of nwising the j>ay of tbe 
ministerial ofllccrs. Until d('tailed proposals are submitted by the Committee' 
and final orders arc issued thereon ministerial officers drawing a salary of 
Es. 40 and under Avill get grain alloAvance at rates fixed by Your Highness. 
The pay of the irifinior servants has also lieen raised. 

24. Tlic health of the pcojile was good. The Ardhodiya Joga Snan cami* 

off on the 2n(l Fchrnary 1908. With the ('xperiences of the last Jrdhodaya Joga 
Hiiaii still fresh in memory, the DeAvan moved Your Highness in Couucil for 
steps being taken to caution the ignorant ryots against the danger of an out¬ 
break of a cholera epidemic attendant on the Sjiaii m on the last occasion and 
Your Highness apjiroving of the suggestion an Istahar Avas widely published, 
the Fouzdari Aliilkar, the Superintendent of Police and the Naib .^ilkars 
taking groat interi^st in explaining matters to the people. It had its desired 
effect; the number of people who went to bathe in the Ganges from the 
State Avas very small and the health of the people continued as satisfactory 
as before. ’’

In the course af my tout I did pot see any signs of distress amongst the people in the 
interior, nor did I hear any complaints. On the other hand the people generally seemed to 
bo happy and contented. The men who complained everywhere were the lowly-paid 
Btate servants. The artisans and the ordinary day-labourers increased the rates of their 
wages and thus tided over their difficulties. It was not easy anywhere to find a man who 
would agree to be eipployed as servants on a monthly pay”.

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Babu !Rajani Kanta Bhauinik, m.a. b.l., Sub Naib Ahilkar, coutiliued to 
bu on deputation in the Tobacco Farm. 

Babu Jotindra Mohan Sen Gupta, OflSiciating Sub Naib Ahilkar, waa 
in charge of the Duar Office during the year. Ho worked in different Sub¬ 
divisions before and acquired considerable experience in both Executive and 
Judicial work.^ He has lately reverted to his substantive post of Sudder 
Canoongoe. 

Babu TJraa Nath Butt, b.b., Officiating Peripatetic Sub Naib Ahilkar, 
discharged his duties satisfactorily. Owing to the abolition of the post in 
which he had been acting, he was thrown out of employment after the close 
of the year. He is a resident of the State. 

In successive reports I testified to the intelligence and abiliiy wdth which 
Babu llajani Kanta Ray, Head Clerk and Sheristadar, always discliarged his 
duties. He is still as liard working as before. I am sorry I could not find an 
opportunity of recommending an increase to his pay.” 


• , SECTION II-SETTLEMENT. 

33. As stated in the previous report the operations connected with the re¬ 
settlement of theToivnof Cooch Behar were wound up at the beginning of March 
1907. During the year under rejmrt Babu Pramatlia Natli Cliatterji, Naib 
Ahilkar, “as engaged in preparing the Completion Report which was not 
submitted until March last. It was also necessary to entertain a small estab¬ 
lishment for cnmpleling some of the statements and maps. The total cost on 
this account amounted to Rs. 390 out of a total grant of Rs. 1,0(10 sanctioned 
tor the year under report. 

31. Since the close of the year Tauji Mil or reconciliation of discrepancies 
between the tow ji and the .settlement piipers has been taken up When this 
is tinished and all the figures fully checked the Completion lieport of the Naib 
Ahilkar will bt^submitt(Ml to Pour Highness in Council. As stated in the last 
leport the res(>ttlcment came into efiect from the beginning of the year under 
report and the increase entered in the Tow'ji for that year was Rs. 2,898. 


SECTION in.-EXCISE REVENUE. 


35. There was a further increase of Rs. 9,513 in the current demand of 
Excise Revenue, w'hich rose from Rs. 1,13,316 in the previous to Rs. 1,22,829 in 
the year under report. This is the highest current demand of Excis(‘ Revenue 
recorded in our accounts. Taking the population of the State to be 5,16,973 as 
ascertained in the Census of 1901, the incidence of revenue amounted to 3 
annas 5 pies per head against 5 annjis for 1906-07 for Bengal. It may be 
stated that the Cooch Behar rayats do not generally drink. Country spirit is 
people coming from outeide. The balance at the close of 
1JO()-07 wm Rs. 2.5 and so the total demand amounted to Rs. 1,22,854*, out of 
wlucn 1,22,829 was collected and the balance of Rs 25 remitted. This 
remwsion represents the balance of license-fees due from a lessee w'ho had left 
the State and m properties belonging to him could be traced. There was 
Mwever, no loss of State revenue as the amount of license-fees deposited by 
the ma,n wm forfeited to the State. The variations under the different heads 
ot Excise Revenue are explained below:_ 


rivo! it.-Increase 4,554. As in U.e previous year competition amongst 

rival Abkars and decrease in consumption of imported spirits accounts for the increase. 

(2) Imported Sph ^.-Decrease Bs. 123-3. There was a further decrease of 3284 bottles 
in consumption. There was, however, an increase of Rs. 109 in license-fees owing to grant 
of a license to Messrs D. Sorabji & Co. for the sale of liquors at the Cooch Behar Dak Buna- 
low ; Messrs borabji & Co., state that their sales at the Dak Bunglow were very small. 

n license-fees rose from Rs^ 20,636 to Rs. 22,^40 and duty from 

Hs, 24,886-2 to Rs. 27,383-6. There was an increase of 5 Maunds, 26 Seers, 12Chataks ip 
consumption. Ganja is used mostly by the lower classes of people who depend solely on 
*K^*ouhure and who having got high prices for their crops dunng the last year could wsily 
afford to pay for the luxury. There was also a reduction in price in Rajshye whence our 
supplies are obtained. These circumstances account for the inrease.

It will be seen that there have been increases under all denominations of 
stamp except documentary stamps. The decrease under documentary stamps 
is partly attributed to decrease in the indebtedness of the rayats owing to 
improvement in their material condition. The increase under Judicial, Court- 
Fee and ^opying-fee Stamps ard Cartridge Paper is due to increase in civil 
suits and under Adhesive Stamps chiefly to extension of trade. There were 
two cases instituted in the Court of the Civil Judge in which the claim 
amounted to a large sum. The general incidence of stamp revenue on the 
population as arrived at by the last census (5,66,978) is annas 4-10.72 pies 
per head.

I was glad to n 
the number of school boys of all ages at different stages of my journey 
improvements in the means of commnnication ; and the extension of cultiva 
The latter is a sure sign of your ])rosperity in which 1 shall, and my sons 
be always deeply interested. 1 like to think that by the new sottlemc 
largely contributed to this progress. 

“ In both your addresses I notice references to the tobacco trade. As , 
are doubtless aware, this is a matter in ivliich I am^per-sonally interest! 
During the past two years, experiments have been made m the matter of li 
improvement of the cultivation and curing of tobacco. These experim-'i 
justify their continuance for another year, by which time I hope we shall 
in a position to advise* you how to im^wove your methods of production i 
jmur product, and also to provide you w ith a ready and profitable market, 
do mot propose to say more at present, as the matter is still in the experira 
tal stage, but 1 am hopeful that the day is not far distant when I shall be f 
to ask for your hel]) in order that I'ooch Eehar.and IMathabhanga inparticu 
may maintain its ri'putaiion for produeing a valuable and appreciated tobaC ' 

“There arc two other matters to which you allude. Education and Itailv . 
development. Now ns regards education, 1 fully agree with your expression 
ojiinioii that the further exjiaii.siou of education, both primaiy and secondary 
desirahle. I indeed would go fnither and say it is an imminent necessi 
The subject is engaging the careful attention of the State Council. But 
there is to be free and compulsory jirimary education, as you suggest, gent 
men, "yve have to consider avays and means. At present, as you are aware, 
cess is levied in the State, no inconu' tax is realised. I am glad that such 
the case and have no intention of dejiai ting from the promise made at t' 
time of the settlement that no ei'sses should he imposed, and none will 
during the course of the present sidllement. But I am sure you will readi. 
understand that if effect is to bis given to these aspirations, with wliich I a 
in full accoi'd, money must be provided. Education, gentlemen, is but one ' 
the many dc^partments of the administration, and thougli second in importan( 
to none of them, the other departments must not suffer in order that it mn) 
prosper. I can asure you, however, tlint w e will carefully consider if primar ' 
education can be extended and if it is possible to confer such a boon withov' 
charge. 


“ A.8 regards secondary education, it is my desire that my State should li 
self-sufficient and self-contained in this respect. I wish, in other words, th« 
m the Stete may ho found every opportunity for any of my subjects to prose 
cute sneh studies as he or his parents may desire. It will take time and con 
siUerable expenditure to (mcomjiass this object, but such is our ideal. Yoi 
have at Gooch Btffiar a College which, I believe, to be second to none of th( 
Colleges putside Calcutta The Jenkins’ School will soon be re-organised am

The 
position at prwent is this: I am anxious to have my present railway conver¬ 
ted from the 2' 6" gauge to the standard metre gauge, and such funds as can 
be spared are pledged to that purpose. When this is finished your request 
can be and Tfill be favourably considered. I am given to understand that a 
railway from Cooch Behar to Mathabhanga and then on to Talacatta might 
bq constructed at a cost of six and a half lakhs of rupees. Now Lwould ask 
you to talk over the matter amongst yourselves, and see if two-thiWs of this 
capital could be raised by thfe issue of shares, with interest guaranteed by the 
State at 3| per cent. If this could be done, I think it is possible, though I 
do not pledge myself to this, that I nught find the other third. The construc¬ 
tion of a lino to Batgram would, in one way, be cheaper, but as a portion of it 
would be outside my State, difficulties might arise, and I would prefer to 
have a line confined to and helping to develop the State. 


“ Gentlemen of the Town Committee, I am glad to learn you appreciate 
the benefits of municipal government. Your budget every year is read with 
int('rest, and I have noticed with pleasure the commendatory reports of in¬ 
specting officers. Though you We not a large sum of money to spend, yet 
I am glad that when it is to be spent in the improvement of your immediate 
surroundings, those who live in the place should have a voice in the objects on 
which the money is to be spent. 

“ It only remains, gentlemen, for me to thank you on behalf of Her High¬ 
ness and the Maharajkumars for your loyal wishes and cordial welcome, land 
thoughts which we most heartily reciprocate.” 

The principal Jotedars and other residents were then introduced to Your

Ahmed Chowdhury and Munshi Poshar Mohamed, two of the principal Jotedars 
of the Sub-division promised a subscription of Es. 240 for a scholarship of Rs. 10 
a month tenable for two years to be held by a native student of the 
Mathabhanga School who got the highest number of marks at the Entrance 
Examination. Your Highness has also been pleased to sanction the construc¬ 
tion of a Panthasala at Mathabhanga for the benefit of the travellers coming 
there, at a cost of Es. 4,000. Your Highness’s visit to Mathabhanga marks 
an important epoch in your Rule. The reply which Your Highness was 
pleased to give to the addresses presented on the occasion again clearly expresses 
your deep solicitude for the welfare of your subjects and the declaration by 
yourself in an open Durbar of the very beneficient policy in regard to Educa¬ 
tion, trade and taxation in the State will have a far-reaching effect on your 
devoted and loyal subjects. This was the first time that a Ruler of the State 
met his subjects in a Durbar at a Sub-divisional station.

49. fairs.—-The collections at the Haldibari fair amounted to Rs. 1,718 
against Rs. 1,524 of the previous year and those at tl^e* Pulbari and the 
Garaderhat fair Rs. 637. The income derived from the Binhata fmr, whicth 
is now enjoyed by the Town Committee, amounted to Rs. 2,939 against 
Rs. 3,262. The Gadadhur fair was leased out for Rs. 224. 

60. Cooch Bebar Town. —As stated in the last report the new settlement 
came into force in the town of Cooch Behar with effect from the year of report. 
The crarent demand for the year under report amounted to l>s. 19,098 against 
Rs. 16,743 of the previous year showing a net increase of Hs. 2,356. The 
gross increase, however, amounted to Rs. 2,949 of which Rs. 2,398 represents 
the increase due to the re-settlement operations. Together with an arrear 
demand of Rs. 2,614 the total demand amounted to Rs. 21,712 of which, 
inclusive of an excess payment of Rs. 17, Rs. 19,294 against Rs. 16,350 of 
the previous year was coUected. Rs. 1,440 was remitted and the balance at 
the close of the year was lls. 995. In the last report reference jvas made to a 
wrtaiil amount which was not really due but which was for various reasons 
included in the balance. This has since been adjusted.

4. Table JNo. 1, hereto appended compares the number^ of deeds, both 
compulsory and optional, registered during the past and previous years. The 
number of deeds, tlic registration of which was compulsory, was 6,646 against 
6,644, showing an increase of 102 deeds, and that of which the registration was 
optional, was 3,929 against 4,604, showing,a decrease of 675 deeds. 

6. The variations as regards the different kinds of documents registered 
during the years 1906-07 and 1907-08 are shown in Table II, hereto appended. 

There was an increase of 32,144, 82 and .') deeds under heads “ Gifts,” 
“Acknowledgments of payment of consideration on accolint of immoveable 
property,” “ Obligations for payment of money ” and “ Wills ”, respectively, and 
a decrease of ll.V, i2, 63 and 5*46 deeds under heads “Leases,” “Morigages,” 
“ Shies ” and “ Miscellaneous ” respectively. 

6 The decrease under “ Miscellaneous ” was mainly due so the discon¬ 
tinuance of tlie registration of Adhiari Ekrarnamas creating Subtenures in 
contravention of the Suh-infeudation Act. 

The increases and decreases under other heads were small and call for no 
explanation.

It will be seen that llie total rev(*inie exceeded the rsvisod estimate by 
Rs 32175. Tlie decr<‘aso under I —llousoliold is nominal and requires no explana¬

2,105 
wbici) was due to the adjustment of somi* irr('cov('rahle int('r('sts in 1906-07, 
thos('under Land Itevenue, Skimps, Mveise and Sundries hav<' shewn very satis¬ 
factory improvements over the ligures for 1906-07 under the same heads; 
the Land Itevenue shewing an increase of Its. 12,6.58, the Stamps Its. 2,820, the 
Excise lls. 10,127 and the Sundries (lapsed deposits) Ks. 2,668. The excess i 
receipts on account of deposit of pay oi officers cik'd as witnesses and of fees ' 
realized from registration of docurmmts accoiuit for the increase under HI.— 
Jjuw and .lustice. The increase under IV.—Miscellaneous is only Its. 755. 
I’his small increase is due to the fact that the rec(‘ipt under Criminal Justice, 
Jhdilic "Works and Sundries have falhm off to the extent of Its 5,7-15 as 
comparisd with thos(‘ for 1906-67. 1'lie short receipts ninhw “Haloof unclaimed 
and c'scheat('d ])rop('rly” chietly account for tin* decrease under Criminal 
Justice; the decrease in the sale of Shi trees, in the earnings of the State carts ■ 
and in the ordinary receipts of the Ihihlic "Works Department, explains the 
shoi't receipts under Ihihlic AVorks, the reiaapts under Sundries which arc 
fluctuating were Its. 1,608 less* than those for 1906-07. Tlie better collection 
aceoimts for tlie inonvise niuh'V Dehutter. i have dealt with His Highness’ 
Instates and thi' Cooch Eehar State Ituihvay in paragraphs 32 to 85 of this 
report.
